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REMARKS 

In response to the Office Action mailed May 2, 2005, Applicant amends claims 1,16, and 
23 and cancels claims 2, 3, 20, and 28. Claims 1, 4-19, 21-27, and 29 are presented for 
examination. Favorable reconsideration and further examination are respectfully requested. 
Claim rejections under §101 

In response to the examiner's rejection of claims 1-8 under 35 USC §101, AppUcant 

amends claim 1 as suggested by the examiner. Therefore, Applicant requests that this rejection 
be withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

AppUcant acknowledges the allowability of claim 3. In response, AppUcant amends 
claim 1 to include the limitations of claims 2 and 3 and cancels claims 2 and 3. 

Applicant acknowledges the allowability of claim 20. In response, Applicant amends 
claim 16 to include the limitations of claim 20 and cancels claim 20. 

Applicant acknowledges the allowability of claim 28. In response, Applicant amends 
claim 23 to include the limitations of claim 28 and cancels claim 28. 

Applicant amends claim 9 in a similar manner to claims 16 and 23. Therefore, Applicant 
requests that the rejection of claim 9 be withdrawn. 

Claims 4-8, 10-15, 17-19, 21-22, 24-27, and 29 each depend from one of claims 3, 9, 15, 
and 23 and are allowable for at least the reasons as the claims on which they depend. 
Summary
